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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Watkins (5,486,111). 

As to claims 1 and 4, Watkins teaches a method for gauging the translation 
accuracy of a translator, comprising the steps of: 

Providing a teaching aid which presents the source to target and target to source 
translations in a sequential manner such that both accurate translation from a first 
language to a second language and the translation from the second language back to 
the first language are compared to identify the level of accuracy of the translation 
(abstract; Col.2, lines 15-24; Figs. 1-4). Its noted that, Watkins doesn't explicitly teach 
having iteration threshold, however one of ordinary skill in the art will appreciate the 
advantage of having iteration threshold for the simple reason of setting a condition 
where the back and forth translation is limited. 

As to claims 2-3, Watkins teaches wherein the translation machine is a computer 
comprising hardware and software (Fig.4). 
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As to claims 5-9, Watkins teaches where the original source language is 
compared with the translated source language and where different outcomes are 
obtained (Figs. 1-3). 

Claims 10-20 are analogous to claims 1-9 which are addressed above and are 
rejected for the foregoing reasons by Watkins.
